The great interest attached to the arrival in this country of the celebrated Obelisk from 
Egypt, long known as Cleopatra’s Needle, has induced us to substitute engravings of its four sides 
with accurate translations of its readings, for the list of new issues of postage stamps which usually 


occupies this ‘space in our quarterly. 


The stone was quarried and erected by Thotmes III., about 1600 B. C., who caused the 
centre lines of inscription, to be sculptured to advertise his glory and deification, as well as that 
of the Son-god Tum. Thotmes III. was the greatest king of Egypt; he conquered Arabia as far 
as the Indian Ocean; invaded as far south as Central Africa; and north, to the opposite shores 
of the Mediterranean; he was was one of the most powerful of the Pharaohs.
